according to private investigations 
there are fully 2,000,000 acres in 
South Texas that have never been 
planted or if they have the cot- 
ton has never come up. 

While such conditions may exist 
at present, the seriousness of the 
drought was completely forgotten 
when the bureau issued a report 
indicating an acreage of 46,448,- 
000 acres and on this acreage fore- 
casted 14,339,000 bales, with 
condition of 75.9 per cent. 
acreage figure was much larger 
than any of the private reports 
had forecasted, and perhaps great - 
er efforts had been made by the 
department this year than during 
any other season to check up the 
correspondent’s figures on acreage, 
Automobiles with automatic acre- 
age meters have been used, and in 
this way the bureau has been able 
to estimate the percentage of er- 
ror found in farmers’ reports. 

The weevil reports have been in- 
creasing, but accordigg to the De- 
partment of Agriculture entomolo- 
gists, the hot, dry weather has 
checked the damage, and as the 
eastern belt has been abnormally 
ary this year, the farmers are ex- 
tremely optimistic. Many messages 
from the central valley, and the 
Mississippi delta regions are now 
talking of bumper yields. 

Trade conditions have improved 
in the local markets recently, ow- 
ing to the warmer weather. There 
has been a heavy demand for 
lightweight cotton goods, but the 
issuance of the bureau report will 
check business and make for more 
apathy among goods buyers. With 
a large crop of cotton in nn 
buyers will buy carefully.

An exclusive dispatch from Rome re- 
flects another dark cloud overcasting the 
blue sky of La Bella Italia.

The cause of 
the trouble is laid at the door of banker 
speculators. Various remedies are ad- 
vanced, among others shooting 100 bank- 
ers. This drastic cure is advanced by Sig- 
nor Varinacci and shows a marked defiec- 
tion in the Fascist party from the harmless 
castor-oll relief to the bloody last resort. 

The troubles of government are many, 
and ingratitude is not the least of them. 
Had not Mussolini saved the day in 1920 
with a revival of enthusiastic patriotism the 
lira would have followed the ruble and the 
mark on a toboggan slide which carried the 
Russian and German currency out of sight 
in the fathomless depths of annihilation.

Now the cool hand which 
holds the helm of the American ship of 
state writes a few calm words which carry 
a message of calm deliberation at which 
both bulls and bears prick up their ears 
and retire, at least for the time being, to 
browse on the veldt or enjoy a few harm- 
less stunts in Yellowstone Park. President 
Coolidge takes a jaunt to Minneapolis and 
St. Paul, and the farmers go back home to 
harvest their crops with a great deal more 
confidence than they have shown these last 
few years, because they know their fate is 
in safe hands. . 

On the other side of the picture, Musso 
lini is seen as the Premier of Italy, holding 
down consecutively five portfolios of his 
Cabinet and a desperate country begging 
him to take the sixth of a vanishing treas- 
ury to do something “typically strong and 
sensational.” Money wreckers demand a 
strong arm as much as did the Communists 
who tried to wreck the government. The 
fasces, the bundle of rods with the ax in 
the center of the ancient lictor, is now as 
much required in Italy as in the days of the 
Roman dictator.

N OMINOUS PREDICTION 

Many articles have appeared lately 
sounding a danger note of the white man’s 
influence in the Far East, but none more ez 
plicit than the warning which the Fretch sa- 
vant, Dr. Legendre, sounded recently in The 
Times. He speaks with authority because 
he spent a number of years in China and 
‘his observations were made from an angle 
of the deep student of ethnological phenom- 
ena. He sums up his apprehensions in the 
following extract: 

The population of the island of Java, 
when Holland began governing it, was 
14,900,000 souls. In forty years it had 
increased to 37,000,000. Everywhere, 
under the law of the white man, tyran- 
ny and the bloody struggles of tribe 
against tribe and little kings with their 
homicides vanish. So do collective or 
ritual murders, as in the Philippines, Su- 
matra and Dahomey. The curse and the 
burden of the past disappear. Take 
away this law and once more all these 
peoples will be plunged in misery. 

The savant's principal aim is to show that 
the law which the white man has estab 
lished in Asiatic countries is the real source 
of elevation, the lever which has raised 
them to a higher level of order and efficien- 
cy. Take away that lever and the peoples 
will fall back again into the law of the 
jungle. 
This warning applies to India, which faces 


|4 feversion to chaos if British rule were to 


be overthrown there. America faces the 
same danger in the Philippines. The native 
mind of the yellow races is not adequate to 
cope with the petty jealousies and greed for 
power of their crafty and intriguing leaders. 
It requires the broad-minded concepts of 
the white intellect to survey the probable 
effect of certain causes. The yellow raccs 
lack the scientific methods of analysis, syn- 
thesis, originality and initiative. For im- 
tative purposes the native mind is admir- 
ably adapted. Show them the way and they 
will follow. Supervise plantations and in- 
dustries and their endurance and labor qual- 
ifications are a source of giganti ue 
tion. Taken away that supervision and 

to their own resources, lack of co-ordinati 
and system is bound to result in disorder. 
Self-determination for such peoples is a 
misnomer. The Chinese republic has shown 
this in numerous internal wars, clan 
strife tong disturbances. The new In- 
dian Parliament has already demonstrated 
the incongruity of self-government left in 
the hands of native representatives without 
the controlling direction of the white man. 
The troubles in Turkey and Egypt which 
have arisen since the two powers were ac- 
corded self-government and republican re- 
gime point in the same direction. 

Dr. Legendre’s final conclusion is: “Eman- 


-cipate, well and good—but the better way 


is to make sure of mankind marching on in 
order to fruitful peace.” Emancipation of 
native peoples is a rightful doctrine when 
it is confined to individual human rights. 
When it touches the nation line the doctrine 
is pernicious. In all native regions. there 
are castes and clans and tribes, too disunit- 
ed to rise above selfish ambitions, watching 
for the ripe moment to assert their supe- 
riority over neighboring communities. Even 
in the same tribe arrogance of family infiu- 
ence is a perpetual danger. The power over 
life and death among natives of the colored 
races is a prerogative which they have al- 
ways religiously adhered to until the white 
man put a stop to their cruel practices. 
Mutilation at the slightest provocation 
would be indulged in today were it not for 
close supervision of white governments. 
Until the native mind has been educated 
to understand self-government it would be 
worse than folly for the white races to shake 
off the white man’s burden. cae

“It the heat—it’s the hu- 
midity.“ You have said this very 
often, no doubt, during hot weath- 
er. Do you really know what it 


humidity rather than the heat that 
causes hot weather discomfort?

Fanatics Take A 


dvantage of Fear 


f People After Tragedies, 
is His Warning 


In his sermon, The Unseen Conflicts of Life,” the Rev. 
Bruce Brown, pastor of the South Park Christian Church, yes- 
terday morning ridiculed the doctrines of fanatics who declare 
that earthquakes are demonstration of the wrath of God. 


In any calamity of time of great 
misfortune a class of people will 
be affirming that these things are 
evidences of divine wrath or indi- 
cations of some great change that 
he said. “Fa- 
matics of ali kinds find the fears 
of people a fine field in which to 
sow the seed of their weird 
fantastic doctrines. 

“On every hand today people are 
saying that earthquakes and other 
catastrophies show that we are near 
the end of the world. This is pure 
superstition 
reason to support it. To see how 
foolish such statements are one 
has but to remember that earth- 
quakes have always been occurring 
since the earth began to cool. The 
only difference is that we hear 
of them new soon as they oc- 
cur. A few generations ago this 
Was not possible for news did not 
carry far nor fast. It took three 
months after the peace treaty clos- 
ing the War of 1812 was signed 
for the news to get to America. 
A few generations ago an earth- 
quake was not likely to do much 
damage for there were not many 
large cities. Now a city is quite 
likely to be destroyed and this 


causes great excitement and fear. 


“Earthquakes are likely to grow 
fewer and lighter as the crust of 
the earth thickens and grows 
stronger except at times when this 
thicker, outer layer does break the 
concussion may be severe. Los An- 
geles never has had and is not like- 
ly to have a tremor of any great 
magnitude for it is not near a big 
“fault.” When a cement walk reste 
upon a foundation a part of which 


-is soft or unstable a portion of the 


walk will sink and leave a crack 
or line or fissure. Wherever there 
has been an earthquake a part of 
the earth’s surface has sunk leav- 
ing a line sometimes 100 miles 
in length. The small “faults” found 
in Los Angeles and Orange coun- 
ties are not indicative of any great 
danger.”
